REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Regarding claims 1,15 and 1 7, the prior art fails to teach, alone or in 
combination, deactivating the cutout screwdriver when a predetermined number of idle 
screw driver actions exceeds a predetermined limit value per screw driving cycle in 
combination with the other limitations of the claims. 

3. The examiner has taken applicants remarks received 1 0/1 1/201 1 along with the 
specification, as originally filed, to come to a narrow definition of the term "idle 
screwdriver actuations". The examiner previously interpreted "idle screwdriver 
actuations" to include those actuations occurring at the peak torque where the 
screwdriver actuates but does not rotate and is therefore still or idle. However, the 
specification describes deactivating a cutout screwdriver when data relating to screw 
driving operations not executed are detected which reduces the amount of waste due to 
unsuccessful screw driving operations (specification, page 2). The data is transmitted 
to an evaluation circuit which tracks these "screw driving operation incorrect" signals 
(page 3), which is also described on page 8 of the specification as "if the number of idle 
screwdriver actuations exceeds a predetermined limit value per screw driving cycle, 
then the cutout screwdriver is deactivated". Applicant's remarks received 10/1 1/201 1 
support this narrow interpretation since they explicitly disclaim the examiners broad 
interpretation of the term in his application of Totsu.
